able thing. Of the copious torrent of Tite- 
tature which is ever rolling. pat, how very 


Bon read because o Look ia at hand, what 
bouk it matters little, or they read to fill 
up some odd momonts, or because thoy 
don’t know ‘ what the dvoce clso there is 
to do, dontcherknow,’ orto save themselves 
the trouble of thinking, or the effort of 
talking. Reading supplics a very fow with 
material to think about. Fewer still, by 
caréfal and curious golection, deriva a aort 


j-of entisfaction from the conceit that thoy 


are encouraging the growth of lofty ideals, 
or_zideping the. scope of their intel'ectual 
faculties, or expanding their minds, or ox- 
tending (heir meatal horizons. And these 
latter; though they scem to hove method 
on their side in their affectation for the 
worka of authors whoso bones have long 
been dust, for this reason can add but little 
to the encouragement of real live soribblers:
